Chicago, April 1.— Anthony C. lies- 
ing, former editor and publisher of the 
Dlinois Staa'^9 Zeitnng, died yesterday 

nt the of l)i ath \\ as ilue to a 
stroke of jiaralysis. His end was jiain- 
less. For tlie last few years Mr. lies- 
iug ha<l retired from active busiiit ss 
and political life. Wlieu Mr. Hesiii.? 
retired from uewsjiaper work, his son, 
Washington HesuiK, now postmaster 
of Chicago, took charge of The Staats 
Zeitung. 

Washington Hesing last night said 
that for the last two uiontlia his father's 
health liad Iwen nincli better than for 
some timv. previous, and he was able to 
get arouun aud busy him.self witii a 
number of matters of importance. He 
called at the postothce bust Thursday to 
.se(> his sou, who had just retnmed from 
Washington the night before. 

The raneral arrangements have not 
yet been oanpleted, rat the interment 
win be Wedneeday at St. Boniface 
oemetwy in this city. 

Hr. Hesing was bom Jon. 6, 1823, in 
Germany ana come to America in 1889. 
Throughont the war Mr. Hesing was an 
ardent 8npp<-rter of the Lincoln admin- 
istration and during the reoonstractiba 
was a Radical. He contributed largel .- 
to the Republican congressional victory 
in Illinois in 1806. With the exception 
of being one of the Liucoln park com- 
niissiouers from 1874 to 1875, he had 
held no political ot&oe since he wa.^ 
Blieriff . He has been an active foroe in 
polities, however.

FniEDRTcHfittTTHB, April 1.— The Bis- 

niiirek celebration is in full swing over 
the HOtli aimivorsary of the birth of the 
old ehancellor. Every tr.iin iurivin.,' .it 
Friedriclisruhe is loaded with present.* 
for the aged statesman, and every pu.*t 
brings hundreds of congratulatory let- 
ters, not only from people in Germany, 
bnt from Crennans and others tluoogh- 
uui the civilized world. 

Thousands upon t!iou-.auds of siM^ci;U 
Bismarck post cards have been sold, 
aud a great number have lH>en mailed 
to the United States. Those in tier- 
many who have received tliein have pu' 
them carefully away to l e pie>ei\ed as 
meuiento'sof tiie iron chancellor and the 
great oinp o inng of the public he art in 
his honor. 

According to the estimate of th.' 
po.^tal ottleials over l.ooi) parcels aud 
20(),0tX) letters and post cards have al 
rea ly arrived for Prince Bismarck. 

Every pi-eparation has been m.iile a; 
Friedrich.srulie to accommodate vast 
crowds. The (iecoralion of the station 
hiLS been concluded, and the roadway 
from the station to the Sclilods has been 
trausrormei by willing hands into a 
VI ritable triuniphui arcade. 

The ihst time since the bpginuiaq of 
the i.i;ebr.Uion8 in his hoiur, Piiuee 
Bismarck, on Saturday, was somewhat 
fatigued aud indisposed, his old trouble, 
neuralgia, troubliug him slightly, but 
he has since theu been restored to his 
health and s^drits, and now ia as bright 
as ever. Tlie prince still dresses aud 
undresses without assistance. His 
weight is about 300 pounds, but this 
fluccoatos somewhat. He looiw much 
bettor and younger than he did after his 
illness iu 18t)J. He seems to be rather 
stimulated tiion wearied by his birtiiday 
celebration. 

Among the interesting presents that 
he has received is a ItK-k of Washing- 
ton's hair.

Among those pres- 
ent were representatives of '<t( cities in 
tlie Rhinish district. Professor Auokeu 
of Giessen university delivered an ora- 
tion at the foot of the monument. In 
Munich, the Bavaiiau capital, a mosi- 
cale in honor of the oooaiion woi given 
iu the Odeon. 

Throughout CSerinany last night joy 
fires were burned on the higliest moun- 
tain peaks and hills from the Baltic and 
the North seas on the nortli to the Swiss 
and Austrian frontiers on the south, 
from the Russian frontier on the east to 
the frontiwe of France, Belgium and 
the Netlierlanda on the west. Never 
before in the history of tlie empire has 
there been such a lieartfelt and sponta- 
neous exhibition of lore by the German 
people. 

All the schools and most of the civic 
aud stote offices are closed iu honor of 
him to whom the empire owes its ez- 
isteuce.

MYSTe RlOUS M URDER. 

A Colored Woman Killed aad Her Body 
Horr.'hiy Matllatod. 

Nkw Yokk, April 1.— (Jneof the nio<t 
mysterious murders comniitted in tliis 
city s e.ee the mulil.ited biKly of old 
"Sliak-'speare" was found iu a low re. 
soit near the East river front, for v. ho.-e 
butclieiy tho Algerian, "Frencby," is 
now servin'j; a life sentence, was discov- 
ered yesteid.iy shortly after 6 o'clo< k 
a. m. 

The victim in tliis case was a youii .' 
colored woman, whose dismembered 
body was found wrapped in pieces of 
carpeting aud portiauy hi'^.deu from 
view iu the rear of the building of the 
^ew York Bank Note company on ti:e 
southwest comer of Sixth avenue and 
Waverly place. How long the ghastly 
remoius had been laying there is not 
known. 

As yet the police have no clew. The 
bundle in which the remains were 
found, WU8 bound at either end with 

Sieces of clothes line, leaving the mid- 
le portion -^oniewhat loiise. P.itrolman 
Kasniire put his hand inside and drev;^ 
out the lower part of a humau \vn. 

The body proved to be that of an un- 
known I'olorixl woman Ix tweeii Jl and 
20 years old. She was I feet '.> I-',' iiicli' s 
in height, and weiglied aliout 110 
poiiuds. She w.is well fornie-d, with a 
riat nose and liitii cheek bones and i'.er 
skin was of a dar.^i coffee color. Aiouud 
her neck w is tied, in double knot, a 
long niece of cheesecloth. This had 
been tied so tightly tiiat it had caused 
straiiKidaticii, and had fon-ed the 
ton^'iie ro jiiotrude from the mouth, and 
had Oeeii tied lu ro-s her bre.(>t with a 
strong piece of cord by iiie.ins of a slip 
knot. Her legs had Ix'en cut oft' just 
above the knees, and one of fliem lay oa 
top of the liody with its fm t tow.ird her 
head, while the other w i- loaiid unde;- 
ueath the ImmIv. Liotli ua-mhi'rs h.id 
been hacked oil' with a sharp ax or a 
butcher's cleaver, piwes ot ragged gkoi 
and Mesh were hanging from the dis- 
membered legs. 

The only clothiii;,' the woman had "ii 
were a chim.se aud clumisette of white 
material. When the.se were ivmoven a 
gaping wouml nine inches lonu, and 
which peiiei rated to tile Ixiiie, wa-- dis- 
closed just above the right thigh. Tiio 
stuff in which the body was wrapp 'd 
was composed of on old brow^n table 
cover, which some thought to bt; a 
piano cover, a piece of carpet aud an 
oldmg. 

In the bundle there was found a piece 
of note paper. On this pr.jy^r was a 
clot of bluou and written in pencil tliese 
wonb*, so for as they could be mode out: 

"Maroh 23, Raw Way. N. J., James 
(or Jane) IS. Suriudell, Raw Way, 
New Jersey." 

Beneath was the word "Solomon," 
uud also- the word "Bi-other," while the 
word "ditto" was written between 
them. 

.\f tlie statiouhonse Deputy Coroner 
Dunlin first removed the stout cord 
whicli bound tlie luMids. He next uii- 
looj-ened i lie li 111):- jnec, ol el;ee>e cloth 
witli \\ hu !i the woman had lieen choked 
to death. H • toaiid tliiit this had been 
tieil 111 a dduiile knot, and that it had 
been the direct caii>e of <|e;ith. 'I'lie 
other mutilations, he said, had been 
made after death had come. There w.i-; 
no blood on the woman's iiei-.soii and 
none on the li^dit clofhiiii,' she wore, 
which Dr. Donlin aceomited for from 
the fai't that she IkkI been killed before 
slie had beon cli ijipeil in), The deimty 
coroner . Slid that he had no doubt that 
the Woman had been cut with a sharp 
ax or a butcher's cleaver. 

There was nowhere to be found any 
e\'ideiice of a struggle on the pai-f of tlie 
woman. On the neck was an abrasion 
caused by the cloth with which she was 
strangled and a slight abrasion on the 
other side of the neck. 'I he deputy cor- 
oner was possitive that the woman Inul 
htmn dead not more than 24 hours be- 
fore the body was found, and that she 
had probably lx;en dead not le.ss than 14 
hours, although the time might have 
been less. He said also that tM woman 
liad been a mother. 

Among the slight clews which may 
eventuwy lead to the identification of 
the body are thoee furnished by a plain 
gold ring the woman wore on the tliird 
finger of her right hand, and by the fact 
that she wore a porous plaster on her 
left breast. 

Two other thingi found near the body 
in fh>nt of the Bank Note company's 
building which may prove valuable 
were a bottle of alcohol and a small bag 
of salt. Until the remains were re- 
moved to the montue during the after- 
noon they were visited by many hun- 
dreds of colored people living in the vi- 
cinity, but none of them could identify 
her, although Henry Allen, a house 
chnuier. thought he recognized her as a 
woman who hal ouce worked in his 
employ, but he could not tell her name. 

It is tlie opinion of the police that the 
woman is a luemlier of tli.it class of 
colored women who live on streets ruii- 
niiif; oat of si.xth .iveniie, and gain their 
livliho<id iu-i women of the town. 

The block wliere the bixty was found 
IS occil))ied onlv by the liuildiiix of tht; 
bank note iniiileis, Luerssen's phar 
iiiaey and the building and jiarochial 
.sc:hool of St. .loseph's church, and dur- 
in;r the early hours of Sunday morning 
is quiet and ebscui'e. A man who man- 
ufactures laintly m a biusement opjjosite 
saw a wagon rapidly driven down the 
west side of the avenue shortly after 
o'cliH'k in The morning, but it did not 
stop in front of the place where the 
body was found.

A drummer whose home is in Penn- 
hylvania has an article in the Danville 
A lvo«"ate this week on the turnpike 
question. He tells how the roads are 
kept np in bis State. Here's what he 

says : 

•' I live in Pennsylvania. Our gravel 
a xl Mc.\dam roads are free to the public 
travel. The township or counties main- 
trtiu them. A Supervisor of roads is 
elected every four years by the legal 
voters of each county. Their salary is 
from six to twelve hundred dollars per 
year. They are held strictly responsible 
and subject to indictment, fine and for- 
feiture of office if they fail to have the 
roails kept in u'ood order. In my county 
the Supervisor lets the roads to the 
farmers living on the roads at so much 
per mile per year, in which the con- 
tractor will agree to keep up say five 
miles on a certain road, according to cer- 
tain specifications, subject to approval of 
the road Supervisor. A road tax of six 
tents on the hundred dollars worth of 
property pays for tiie work. The cost of 
maintenance of onr roads is from thirty 
to fifty dollars jier mile. I have a brother 
who is a farmer near Chambersburg, Pa., 
who has for many years kept five miles 
of the road he lives on in rejiair at forty 
dollars per mile. In the fall of the year, 
when his crops are laid by, be takes his 
men and team from the farm and spreads 
gravel or broken stone wherever needed, 
and says lie makes good wages at the 
business. Mr. Editor, I have no personal 
interest, of course. In the public roads of 
Kentucky, as the (consumer of mj- goo(.l8, 
like the consumer of whisky or any other 
article upon which there is tariff, pays 
the toll. We. in the North, woulil von- 
siller toll gates a long step backwards, as 
we believe that the public roads rightly 
belong to the people rather than to cor- 
porations. 

" I heard several gentlemen assert that 
Kentucky bad more miles and better 
turnpikes than any other Stated in the 
Union. But I beg leave to differ from 
this assertion, as for the past thirty years 
my calling has taken me over many of 
the )iui)lii' roadsof every State from Maijie 
to California, and I know that New York, 
Pennsylvania, Ohio and many of the 
other old States, have as uood, or better 
roads and from ten to fifteen times as 
many miles of McAdam roads, and just 
here I will incidentally remark that Ken- 
tucky is the only Stale in which 1 ever 
paid toll for using the public roads."

Gradually Supplanting Steam as a 
^MotiTe Power. 



Watertown, N. Y.. March 29.— There 
is said to be a big scheme on foot among 
the New York Central capitalists to pur- 
chase all the water powers on the Black 
river between Carthage and Dexter, in- 
cluding those in this city, foi tlie pur- 
pose of utilising them in the generation 
of electricity. 

The electricity is to be used as the 
motor power on the Vanderbilt railroads 
in Vorfbeffi Ne'^' York S^bould the 
scheme go through, there will be one 
grand overhead trolly system, consisting 
of four wires over each track. Connec- 
tion is to be made with Niagara Falls, 
and the power at Waddlngton, on the 
St. Lawrence river. 

If the scheme should become a reality 
it will revolutionize the liusiness inter- 
ests of Northern New York.

No rain fell durim: the month. Snow 
in unmeasurable quantity fell on five 
days, the total precipi«ation being 
inches.

The rain-fail last year was 3.3U inches and 
the average for ten years is 4.27 inches.

BURNING MOUNTAIN. 

Singular Fhenooten* DlaeoTMWd la the 
Wildest fart of the Chootow XatlMi. 

Pakis, Tex., April 1.— Parties who 
have just arrived iiere bring news of a 

most singular plienomenon recently dis- 
covered in the wildest part of the Choc- 
taw nation. The Nanawoyd mountain 
is about 15 miloii long and towers fullv 
1 ,000 feet above the annKmuding couii 
try. 

It is an uiifri'fiuented section, no per- 
son living within 30 miles of it. A 
party of hunters went there, and .seeing 
smoke, took it to be a camp, and pro- 
ceeded to the place. Arriving there, 
tliey found that the smoke was issuing 
fnmi a fissure in the rock, vvhicli was so 
hot they could not stauU on it.
